Dangerous substance 
removed from school 

Sierra Madreans who heard a muffled “boom” 
Monday at about 7:15 p.m. from the vicinity of 
Maranatha School in the northeast section of 
town were listening to the sheriff’s bomb squad 
destroy a quart of crystalized picric acid. The squad 
used the back ball field to dispose of the jar of 
acid. 

The highly volatile substance was found in the 
chemistry department of the Christian high school 
during an inventory by Marie Smith, head of the 
chemistry department, and her assistant, Dana 
Gorseline. 

The 40-year-old picric acid was “tucked away in 
a corner,” having been given to the department 
in 1970 before the school moved to Sierra Madre

seven years ago, reporied Tom Fagan, adminsiraiivc 
assistant. When the acid was moved, it was still in 
a liquid state. 

Since then it has becxjmecrystali/cd. In that state, 
the slightest shock, heat or flame could set it off, 
according to Bruce Wojcik and Sal Mollcda, repre¬ 
sentatives from the L.A. County Hazardous 
Materials Unit. Wojcik said that even turning the 
top of the jar could have .set off an explosion. 

School authorities notified the Sierra Madre 
Fire and Police Departments when the substance 
was found. Fire Marshal Bill Kramer cordtsned 
off a 3(X)-ft. area around the affected classroom. 
Kramer prepared to evacuate the 4.S0 stuilenis and 
at that time school was dismissed for the day. 

Kramer contacted the Los Angeles Coimty Health 
Department to verify the danger of picric acid 
at the sheriff department bomb squad's request. 

The liquid acid was used during World War 
li as an explosive atid was “more powerful than 
dynamite,” Wojcik said. It is also used in making 
matches and in conducting experiments, he said. It is 
reasonably safe if handled carefully in liquid 
form but is extremely dangerous when it crystali/es.

police reserve. He remembers that there were 11 
regulars and three reserves during that year. Beits 
became a patrolman a year later and worked his 
way up to become chief. He has been in Sierra 
Madre for close to 24 years. 

“Late in the 1960s the reserve unit was en¬ 
larged to 25 members and 10 years later there 
were 21 regulars and 18 reserves. Then in 1976 
when Proposition 13 was passed we dropped our 
ranks to 17 regulars and 14 reserves. Today we 
have 18 regulars and seven reserves,’’ Betts said. 

The staff 

They include a parking enforcement officer, 
Erik Dirksen; a secretary/dispatch person, Gloria 
Wade. Joanne Walters has just left the depart¬ 
ment as desk officer, leaving Don Smith and Mike 
Thompson and a vacancy. 

Seven patrolpersons include Steve Abernethy, 
John Cordischi, Dan Ginler, Gary Munstein, B. J. 
Schreiber, Rosann Sunderland and Sue Sutcliffe. 
There is a vacancy in that department, also. 

“The average tenure is seven years with only 
one of them here under six years," Betts notes. 

William A. Kent, detective sergeant, has been 
with the local department for 21 years. He was in 
San Gabriel with the police department for eight 
years. 

Sergeants include Wayne Bailey, Chris Chris¬ 
tensen, Larry Lutzow and Gerald Skinner. They 
average 16'/: years of experience. Of course. Chief 
Betts heads the department. 

Reserves include Dan Austin, Jim Church, 
Marilyn LeGall, David Loera, Joe Miller, Luis Moia 
and Mitch Thomas. They are paid for special 
detail only, such as for movies, recreational facili¬ 
ty parties, security, and the rest of the time volun¬ 
teer. They receive no pay for patrol but receive 
their uniforms, safety equipment and training free 
of charge. 

Betts says, “They get a pat on the back once 
in awhile, that’s about all.’’ 

Belts applauds his department: “Currently five 
men are going on to college work with seven al¬ 
ready holding degrees. This does not include train¬ 
ing done by the department in local academies 
and training facilities.” 

Betts is married to his wife, Joan, and they have 
two married daughters and four grandchildren. 
Six of the patrolpeople are married, three ser¬ 
geants, Detective Kent, one dispatcher are married. 
Four live in Sierra Madre which includes Dan Ginter 
who is building a home here. 

New facility being built 

Betts says, “The Sierra Madre Police Depart¬ 
ment started in Kersting Court and moved to 55 
W. Sierra Madre Blvd. in a small rear corner of 
the old city hall building. The city built the new 
public safety facility in 1975 and we moved there 
in June. At the time we were building that facility 
we had no idea there would be women in law 
enforcement and fire department activities other 
than the secretarial staff. There were no facilities 
for women. Currently we have four women in the 
police departmet and also women fire personnel.

So now under construction arc new locker facilities 
that will meet requirements and provide for further 
staff balancing. 1 would like to see a 50/50 
split. Our policy is to take the best possible can¬ 
didate and because of this rule we have highly skilled 
women in our department. 

The police department registers the current 
population at 11,200. There are 34.59 miles of 
streets in the city that comprises 3.6 square miles. 
The city staffs 1.696 policepersons per 1000 citi¬ 
zens. The current budget is $1,004,365 and this 
covers personnel services such as retirement, medi¬ 
cal and all benefits, main and operational expenses, 
contracts for a variety of services and capital items 
such as patrol cars, desk chairs, etc. 

The chief says, “The cost per capita is $89.29. 
Pasadena about doubles that amount and .Arcadia 
comes in at about 50 percent more. Sierra Madre runs 
efficiently oti a slim budget.” 

Each year Louise Corp and her tennis-playing 
friends put oti a benefit to raise funds for safety 
equipment for the police department. They have 
brought in about $1500 per year for five years, 
Betts explains. 

“Tennis players come from all over the San 
Gabriel Valley and both private and public tennis 
coqris. are ased on that day. It’s a lot of fun apd 
they really,bring in the tnotiCy for so many things 
we need.” 

Police Blotter published 

For almost eight years the department has pub- 
Isihed the “Police Blotter” in the Sierra Madre 
News. This includes total calls for service and speci¬ 
fic reference to incidents such as assaults, arrests 
and traffic collisions. Most cities are under the 
uniform crime reporting requirement of the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice and the FBI. They are required to 
report the top eight most serious and/or most 
common offenses. These figures are used to figure 
comparative crime rates in the United States. From 
these figures came the recent report that we are 
in the top 10 most safe communities in the United 
States. 

In 1987, major crimes included no homicides; 
one rape; 27 assaults; three robberies, 82 burg¬ 
laries; 71 thefts; 17 auto thefts and two arsons. 
That’s a total of 203 reportable Part 1 offenses 
which compares with previous years as follows: 
1983,223; 1984, 232; 1985, 220; 1986, 191. 

Twenty-five percent of the Part 1 offenses 
were cleared in 1987, the highest number in over 
10 years. Twenty-two percent of the burglaries 
were cleared which exceeds the national average 
of 14 percent. 

The number of traffic accidents, 109, in 1987 
is the lowest over any of the previous totals in 
the last 10 years. Betts says vehicle fines equal 
$58,760.91. 

“Because accidents are just that — accidents 
— we cannot eliminate them but are attempting 
to reduce them, thus reducing injuries caused. 
In 1987 the department issued 5382 traffic cita¬ 
tions. Of these 3690 were for parking tickets and 
1070 were moving violations while 622 were other 


violations,” Betts reports. He added that they try 
to replace patrol cars every three years depending 
on the condition of the vehicles. 

“It is my desire that the department has a 
much larger reserve unit and that they be people 
who live in the community. Only two of our pre- 
,sent reserves live here. Reserves must cotnplete all 
the tests required of regulars which includes one 
college semester and two nights a week plus Sat¬ 
urdays. It’s a heavy time commitment being a 
reserve officer in the city,” Betts coticludes.

In spite of a life-long handicap of cerebral 


palsy (officially classified as quadriplegic), Ludo 


VICO has achieved remarkable success throughout 


his personal life as well as in his postal career. 


Ludovico was born the eldest of five children. 
He was born with cerebral palsy, as a birth defect, 
which was not identified until he was II months 
old. For the next 13 years he made daily trips 
to the Los Angeles Children’s Hospital for treat¬ 
ment and therapy. The daily task to the hospital 
became a way of life for the entire family. 

At the age of 3 nature further burdened 
Ludovico, a small struggling boy wearing braces on 
his legs in an attempt to straighten them, and an 
eye patch on his left eye to strengthen his weaker 
right eye. A case of chicken pox compounded 
with the measles developed into encephalitis causing 
epilepsy. In adition to the daily trips to occupa¬ 
tional therapy for his arms and physical therapy for 
his legs, there was additional care and medication 
necessary to control the epilepsy. 

In 1954, at the age of 3, Ludovico was the 
Cerebral Palsy Poster Child used for its fundraising. 
The poster pictured him with Jack Webb of 
“Dragnet” fame, who served as chairman for 
Cerebral Palsy projects for many years. 

Although the seventh, eighth and ninth grade 
years were plagued with illness-related absences, 
Ludovico was able to attend his tenth through 
twelfth grade classes full time at Los Angeles’ 
Joseph Pomeroy Widney School for the physically 
disabled. During those years he started developing 
his leadership skills. Ludovico was elected Junior 
Class president, treasurer of the student body, and 
during his last year as senior class president and 


Salutatorian of his class. 


In spite of the many difficulties imposed on his 
life, Ludovico never indulged in self pity. “I never 


asked ‘Why me?’ It was all I had ever known. 


says Ludovico. 

He continues, “My mother’s positive attitude 
praised my every gain. During discouraging times 
she would admonish me with ‘There’s no such 
word as can’t.’ I still refer to her words when I 
feel discouraged about a project or difficult goal.” 

Ludovico’s zest for life has led him to partici¬ 
pate in such daring sports as hang gliding and wind 
surfing. In 1972 he resigned from motorcycling 
following an accident. The mishap necessitated an 
EEC reading which revealed that Ludovico had 
outgrown the epilepsy. 

in the nine years plus of his postal career, 
Ludovico has served as a letter carrier and acting 
supervisor of mails and delivery, supervising most 
of the delivery units in Pasadena city and many 
of the associate offices. In December 1984, he 
was promoted to superintendent of postal opera¬ 
tions in Sierra Madre. On January 31, 1987, Ludo¬ 
vico was promoted to postmaster of Sierra Madre. 

Monrovia Postmaster Joyce Steele describes 
Ludovico, “Tom’s hardships in dealing with his 
handicaps have provided him with understanding 
of others and helped him develop the backbone 
to deal with difficult problems, often turning them 
into positives. He takes corrective action when 
necessary, but his employees know he will treat 
them fair.” 

She adds, “He is truly and excellent example 
of all that is good in the Postal Service. His excellent 
leadership qualities and human relations skills deal 
fairly with employees and customers alike. His 
excellent understanding of people has been proven 
not only in the rating of his office but is evident 
in his employees who have been allowed, under his 
leadership, to develop pride in their jobs. His 
motto is; “Employees do not work for me, but with
